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1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claim 12 is provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 14 of copending 
Application No. 10/222,634. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because both claims are directed to three layers 
of coatings on a substrate - an electrodeposition coating, an intercoating and a top 
coat. When the intercoat of claim 12 cures, the blocking agent will be driven off and the 
resulting intercoat will be the same as that of claim 14 of the copending application. 
Claim 12 of this application differs from the copending claim by specifying a pigment in 
the intercoat. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include a pigment because pigments are commonly included in 
coating formulations. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.

3. Applicant is advised that should claim 15 be found allowable, claim 16 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

4. Claims 2, 8, 13, 17 and 20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. These claims are broader in scope than claim one, which is limited to a blocking 
agent of pyrazole. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 12, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Melchiors 
(2002/0165334). 

Melchiors discloses non-yellowing (abstract) aqueous intercoats (para. #129) 
comprising polyester urethane polyols and dimethyl pyrazole blocked aliphatic 
polyisocya nates (see example D1). In paragraph 53, he discloses including pigments 
and fillers. When a reference discloses all the limitations of a claim except for a 
property, and the examiner can't determine if the reference inherently possesses the 
property (lightness index), the burden is shifted to the applicant as in In re Fitzgerald, 
205 USPQ 594. See MPEP 21 12. 

8. Claims 5, 10, 1 1 , 14, 18 and 19 are objected to for depending of rejected 
claims.
